G.S.R. 74. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, (he Pi evident hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the mrthid of recruitment to the post of Chief Administrative Officer in the Field Operations Division, 
National Sample Survey Organisation, Department of Statistics, Ministry of Planning, namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the Field Operations Division. National Sample Survey Orga- 
nisation (Chief Administrative Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay . — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitmmt, age limit and other qualifications . — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to lime by Ihe Central Government. 

4. Disqualifications . — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
pirson and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation cf this rule, 

5. Power 1 1 relax .—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the previsions cf 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving .—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and olher concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govt, ficm time to lime.

G.S.R. 75 — In continuation of Government of India 
Ministry of Finance (Depuitment of Revenue & Banking)’s 
Notification No. A- 1 20 18/1 /73-Ad, Il-A dated the 3rd 
March, 1976 (G.S.R. 914 of 1976) amending the Customs 
Appraisers Seivicc, Class 11 Recmilment (Amendment) Rules, 
1976, the President hereby notifies the following Explanatory 
Memorandum settling out the reasons and circumstances which 
necessitated giving of retrospective effect to that amend- 
ment : — 

l-Aplanatoiy Mcmotandum. — In uccui dance with the De- 
pailment of Personnel's O.M. No. 21/9/70Fst (SCT) dated 
the 8th December, 1971 whcie an upper age limit not ex- 
ceeding 50 years is piesctibed for pormotion to a service/ 
post, tile benefit of relaxation of age limit upto a maximum 
of 5 yeais is admissible to the candidates of Scheduled 
Cnste/Scheduled Tiibc for purposes of promotion. In pm- 
suunce of this O.M. wheicver nccossaiy, Recruitment Rules 
wcie to he amended to give effect to the provisions of this 
Office Memorandum. 

2. I he Customs Appiaiscts Set vice, Classll Recruitment 
Rules, which was published with the notification in 1961, 
pioyide that the appoinlments to the grade of Appraiser 
against quota available for departmental promotions are to 
be made on the basis of selection on meiit from among the 
Kxnminers. Preventive Officers and Ministerial Officers. In 
so far as Ministerial Officers and Prevenive Officers are con- 
cerned, an upper age limit has been pi escribed i.e. 40 years 
in the case of Ministerial Officers and 35 years in the case 
of Preventive Officers, 

3. In pursuanoe of the Department of Petsonncl O.M. re- 
fared to above, an amendment of the Recruitment Rules 
was pioposed whereby a note under Rule 14 of the Customs 
Appraisers' Service Class 11 Rules was proposed to be in- 
corporated so that the upper age limit in the case of Sche- 
duled Caste/Schcdulcd Tribe candidnles in the zone of con- 
sideration could be relaxed. Tn anticipdion of Ihe approval 
to the draft notification amending the Recruitment Rules, 
the proposed age relaxation in respect of Scheduled Caste/ 
Scheduled Tribe candidates was allowed, and a few Preven- 
tive/Ministerial Officers were promoted on Ihc basis of the 
aforesaid ape relaxation. The earliest date from which this 
age relaxation was allowed is 1-7-1974. To regularise those 
promotions it was felt that il would be necessary to give 
reti ospective effect to the amendment in question. 

4. The Ministry of Law, Justice & Company Affairs (De- 
pnitmcnt of Legal Affairs), to whom the matter was referred, 
also favouicd this Department’s proposil foi giving retros- 
pective effect to the amendment in question. Accordingly, 
the Customs Appraisers’ Service, Class II Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules, 1976 were given retrospective effect

Where the shell is not subject lo primary stress relieving 
treatment or is subjected to primary stress relieving treat- 
ment which is not identical with the final heat treatment, 
the test plates' may be placed inside any other boiler of 
comparable dimensions which is to be heat 'rented in accor- 
dance with this chapter. 

Temperature charts shall be submitted to indicate that the 
test plates and the boilc’s they represent have been subjected 
to identical heating, soaking and cooling treatment 

Note : Other stress-relieving heat treatment at a tempera- 
ture as low ns 550°C may be adopted, provided attention 
is given to the holding time in order to ensure a sufficient 
degree of stress-relieving."
